St. Louis Doctors 


Of che X-Ray Report on Cermak 


Interpretation 


A St. Louis surgeon of long ex- 
perience, who consented to interpret 
the official bulletins on Mayor Cer- 
mak’s injuries and condition for the 
Post-Dispatch, said that, so far as 
might be judged from them, he. 
would be “quite confident” of the 
Chicago Mayor’s recovery. * 

As described in the X-ray report, 
he explained, the .32-caliber bullet 
entered the back below the tip of 
the right shoulder blade, on a level 
with the ninth rib and the lower 
margin of the lungs. Passing 
downward, forward and to the left, 
it lodged in the front of the elev- 
enth dorsal vertebra. It missed the 
spinal cord, which lies at the back 
of the vertebra, and apparently dis- 
placed no fragments from the bony 
“body” of the vertebra, at the front. 

The surgeon was unable to say 
from the report whether the bul- 
let had entered the chest cavity or 
had been deflected by a rib. The 
point where it lodged was below 
the level of the diaphragm, the 
muscular partition between the 
chest cavity and the abdomen. The 
report noted a possibility that it 
had passed through the rear mar-

The first, a historical account, is 


based on the first eight chapters 
of the Lytton report. The second 
part covers the development of the 
dispute before the League, re- 
counting the efforts of the League 
council and the assembly to regu- 
late and conciliate the difficulty. 
The third part embodies conclu- 
sions on “the chief characteristics 
of the dispute,” and the fourth is 
a statement of the League’s rec- 
ommendations. 

The recommendations are di- 
vided into three. sections. The 
first lays down the principle of 
scrupulous respect for treaties, It 
cites relevant parts of the League 
covenant, the Kellogg pact and 
the Nine-Power agreement, and 
reaffirms previous declarations by 
the assembly supporting the ideal 
of the preservation of China’s ter- 
ritorial integrity. It quotes as a 
basis for lasting settlement of the 
dispute the ten essentials promul- 
gated in Chapter 9 of the Lytton 
report. 

“2. Whereas, in addition to the 
questions dealt with above 
the Assembly recommends the par- 
ties to settle these questions on a 
basis of the said principles and con- 
ditions. 

. Proposed Settlement. 

“3. Whereas, the negotiations nec- 
essary for giving effect to the fore- 
going recommendations should be 
carried on by, means of a suitable 
organ, the Assembly recommends 
opening negotiations between the 
two parties in accordance with the 
method specified hereinafter. Each 
of the parties is invited to inform 
the secretary-general (of the 
League) whether it accepts so far 
as it is concerned the recommenda- 
tions of the Assembly, subject to 
the sole condition that the other 
party also accepts them. Negotia- 
tions between the parties should 
take place with the assistance of a 
committee set up by the Assembly 
as follows: 

“The Assembly hereby invites the 
governments of (blank) to appoint 
a member of the committee as soon 
as the secretary-general shall have 
informed them that the two parties 
accept the Assembly’s recommenda- 
tions. The secretary-general shall 
also notify the governments of the 
United States and of the Union of 
Socialist Soviet Republics of this 
acceptance and invite each of them 
to appoint a member of the com- 


mittee should it so desire, Within 
one month after having been in- 
formed of the acceptance by the 
two parties, the secretary-general 
shall take all suitable steps for 
opening negotiations.” 

The committee authorized a re- 
port to the Assembly on the state 
of the negotiations at any time con- 
sidered proper, especially on nego- 
tiations concerning the Japanese 
‘evacuation and establishment of a 
Manchurian government under Chi- 
nese sovereignty. ' 

Against Manchukuo. 

The final section of the recom- 
mendations reads: 

“In view of the special circum- 
stances of the case, the _ reconi- 
mendations made do not provide 
for a mere return to the status quo 
existing before September, 1931. 
They likewise exclude maintenance 
and recognition of the existing 
regime in Manchuria, such main- 
tenance and recognition being in- 
compatible with the fundamental 
principles of existing international 
obligations, and with good \under- 
standing between the two countries 
upon which peace in the Far East 
depends. 

“It follows that in adopting the 
present report the members of the 
League intend to abstain, particu- 
larly as regards the existing regime 
in Manchuria, from any act which 
might prejudice or delay carrying 
out the recommendations of the 
said report. They will continue not 
to recognize this regime either de 
jure or de facto. They intend to 
abstain from taking any isolated 
action with regard to the situation 
in Manchuria and to continue to 
concert their action among them- 
selves as well as with interested 
states not members of the League.”

SILVER AT 40C INSTEAD OF 25 


Draft of House Bill Would Start 
Purchaser Above Market Price 
and Raise It to 75c.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17. — The 
draft of what Chairman Somers 
called a “conservative bill to cause 
a greater use of silver in our mon- 
etary system was completed today 
by a House Coinage subcommittee. 
‘Somers said it would be presented 


to the full committee as soon as 


possible. f 

As it stands, the measure would 
let the Secretary of the Treasury 
buy as much as 40,000,000 ounces 
of silver bullion a month, coin it 
into silver dollars and issue silver 
certificates aganist the dollars to 
pay for the bullion. These silver 
certificates, unlike those now is- 
sued, would be full legal tender. 
All bullion the Treasury received 
in excess of the amount needed for 
silver dollars would be kept in 
Treasury vaults. Purchases of sil- 
ver would begin at 40 cents an 
ounce, instead of the present mar- 
ket price of 25 cents, and increase 
to 50 cents in three months, to 60 
cents in another three months and 
then to a maximum of 75 cents at 
therate of half a cent a month.

Oy SeATTLE, Wash, Feb. 17.—A 
two-day siege of the county-city 
building by 5000 unemployed was 
ended last night when deputy Sher- 
iffs and police evicted the demon- 
strators. 

With Sheriff Claude G. Bannick’s 
entire force of the deputies and 
100 policemén at the scene, the 
demonstrators were led out of the 
building with little violence on 
either side, but it took two hours 
to clear the building. As demon- 
strators went out one door, others 
entered through another. Leaders 
of the demonstrators made 
speeches, and the crowd sang. 

“Shall We Leave?” “No.” 

“Shall we leave?” speakers 
asked, and the crowd roared “No.” 

A few demonstrators refused to 
walk out, and were carried. Some 
women wept. 

Before leaving, however, William 
Dobbins, leader of the organization 
of the unemployed, announced that 
their headquarters would be moved 
to another nearby building. 

“This eviction was just what we 
wanted,” he said. “It will aid in 
crystallizing sentiment for our 
cause.” 

The demonstrators, men, women 
and children, took possession of the 
building Tuesday night, asserting 
they would remain until their de- 
mands for relief were met. 

Many received a good wetting be- 
fore their resistance was broken 
down. Between 500 and 600 gath- 
ered at the Fourth avenue en- 
trance to the building, after being 


led out, while between 25 and 30 


officers ‘attempted to prevent their 
return. Eight floors above, deputy 


Bheriffs turned on fire hoses and 


sent water down on the crowd, 
which hastily dispersed out of 
range. 

March to Another Building. 

A parade then was organized and, 
with-banners and placards waving, 
the throng marched to their newly 
chosen headquarters. All traffic 
was disrupted during their march. 

Several minor injuries occurred 
among the demonstrators, with 
three women and one man being 
taken to a hospital. Vernon Ben- 
nett, of Bellingham, was treated for 
bruises on the chest. Mrs. E. An- 
derson and Mrs. F. Olney, both of 
Seattle, and Margaret Budd of 
Olympia also were treated for 
bruises. Four persons were arrest- 
ed, but later were released. 

John C. Stevenson, chairman of 
the County Board, said he regret- 
ted that the forcible measures had 
to be taken, but that the demon- 
strators had been “impeding the 
transaction of county business and 
creating a dangerous sanitation sit- 
uation.” 

“They were very orderly during 
their eatire stay here,” he said. “Al- 
tegether it has been an unfortunate 
situation, but the steps had to be 
taken.” 

The @emonstrators demanded

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Action Follows Vote for 
Strike by 3500 Employes 
in Protest Against 20 Pet. 
Wage Cut. 

The wage dispute between man- 
agement and employes of the Mo- 
bile & Ohio Railroad was sub- 
mitted yesterday to the United 
States Board of Mediation, after 
negotiations lasting two weeks 
failed to bring about a settlement. 

During the nev>tiations the 3500 
employes voted to strike, as was 
indicated in the Post-Dispatch last 
Tuesday, rather than to continue 
to accept a 20 per cent wage re- 
duction received in de last year. It 

was learned today that the strike 

. — ot the to 

quired two-thirds majority. 

Following a conference with 
Ernest E. Norris, receiver of the 
Mobile & Ohio Railroad, the fol- 
lowing statement was issued by L. 
E. Sheppard of Washington, D. C., 
executive of the Order of Railway 
Conductors: Mr. Norris has in- 
voked the services of the United 
States Board of Mediation and it 
is, of course, assumed that the 
board will assume jurisdiction. The 
representatives of the employes in- 
volved will hold themselves amen- 
able to the law.” 

Norris, invoking the law govern- 
ing wage disputes on public. car- 
riers, sent a telegram to the head- 
quarters of the board at Washing- 
ton asking that representatives be 
sent to St. Louis to hear evidence 
and attempt to find a solution. 
Sheppard said he expected the 
hearing would commence next 
week. 

The wage dispute is based on 


“whether the emploves are to con- 


tinue to work for 20 per cent less 
than their organization contracts 
call for, which is 10 per cent less 
than employes of other trunk lines 
receive, or to leave the service pro- 
viding there is not other settle- 
ment. 

Employes of all trunk lines took 
a 10 per cent reduction in salary 
last February. Employes of the Mo- 
bile & Ohio accepted a second 10 
per cent reduction last September, 
three months after the road went 
into receivership. The second cut 
was necessary, Norris said, because 
of operating losses. During negoti- 
ations the employes asked that the 
wages be placed back to the 10 per 
cent reduction scale.

The committee proposes “efficient operation” as the 
basis of rates, not the plant, nor the volume of securi- 
ties. However, valuation is no longer a matter of 
much importance to an industry which has ceased to 
be a monopoly. It cannot charge more than it can get. 

But though the committee has not spared the rod, 
it also reveals a friendly mood. The railroads should 
be free to engage in any other form of transportation 
and on equal terms. Recognizing the difficulty of 
regulating automotive transportation, it believes 3 
Federal and uniform state regulation can be devised. 
It holds, further, that the Government should not 
subsidize other forms of transportation, meaning, of 
course, the waterways—a matter much better under- 
stood by Congress than by the committee, which 
thinks waterways transportation that is not self- 
supporting should be abandoned. It plays no favor- 
ites as between sail and rail. It turns thumbs down 
on the St. Lawrence project, at this time. 

Dipping into the future, it sees one central rail- 
road system, and to that end “urges consolidation. It 
is a question whether Congress will agree that this 
is either practicable or destrable. The committee 
thinks the Interstate Commerce Commission, as now 
constituted, is inadequate and, if it is to be re 
tained, would reorganize and staff it to perform 
its new and larger functions. In a minority re 
port, if that expression may be used, Alfred E. Smith 
would abolish the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and create a Department of Transportation of 
Cabinet rank, or, if that is too pretentious, a bu- 
reau in the Department of Commerce concerned sole 
ly with the industry of transportation. Mr. Smith 
may be credited, too, it seems to us, with sound- 
ing the one immediate practical note of the report 
in his recommendation of a special debtor relief act, 
“with a special provision for the railroads,” for a 
definite emergency period, to terminate Jan. 1, 1935. 

Many of the railroads are today living on borrowed 
money, provided by the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, but there is, obviously, a limit to that source 
of supply. The public is properly concerned, too, as 
to how the moneys thus advanced are used. Taking 
cognizance of that fact, the report remarks that the 
R. F. C. “cannot pour public treasure into situations 
where, instead of temporarily supporting operations 
and loaning to maintain prudent interest payments, 
there is a wasteful delta of outflowing streams of 
interest on unmsupportable capital structures.” That 
is a stilted way of pointing an accusing finger at the 
bankers. The railroads as a whole would not be 
relatively worse off in the depression than almost all 
other business had so many of them not been the 
playthings of high finance. 

All is not gloom, however. The committee thinks 
that with a slight upturn in business the railroads 
would find themselves out of the red, or on the way 
out. The prospect is not hopeless. What the report 
makes clear is that the old order of transportation 
has passed and a new order is here, to which the rail- 
roads must adjust themselves, in which adjustment 
they will have the sympathetic, but scrutinizing, co 
operation of the Government. What will happen then 
is in the lap of the gods. 


Our attitude toward education in the depression is 
a test of our wisdom. We are the first great nation 
in history to appraise education at its true worth, to 
make it available in every walk of life. Our reward 
is America itself. With all its imperfections, it still 
presents a state of well-being among the people with- 
out precedent. If illiteracy has not receded to the 
vanishing point, it is not our fault. It is more often 
the fault of nations whose people have come to us 
from a lesser advantage. 

Our state Legislatures, of which there are so many 
in session at the moment, should consider carefully 
every proposal of economy which would be at the 
expense of education. The disadvantages inflicted 
upon youth at a time when funds are low will be re- 
flected in another time. A negiected generation will 
not thank us for having sacrificed its education to 
preserve institutions of less importance. It does not 
matter what use any generation may make of educa- 
tional advantages; it is only important that it 
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The depression is not a reason for decreasing the 
volume of education. It can only be a reason for ex- 
ercising greater prudence in the ex enditure of the

They do happen. The assassin has always been 
with us. He is, of course, a deranged creature. He 
appears when, as now, the times are out of joint, 
and he strikes when the world is smiling. He is a 
menace to which men in conspicuous positions are 
ever exposed. Society is at fault when he can go 
into a pawnshop, as he did in this instance, and buy 
a deadly weapon, with no more public scrutiny into 
his design than if he had bought a hat. 

Bot we must have heads of government, if govern- 
ment is to endure, and Presidents or Kings, or what- 
ever their official title, cannot go into bomb-proof 
seclusion in order simply to avoid an assassin's at- 
tack. If they are to serve the people, they must min- 
gie with the people, and always in the fierce white 
light. The most we can do defensively is to guard 
our chosen servants with the ablest protection po 
lice training can provide. That is done, as is known, 
in the case of our Presidents.. The Secret Service 
men are in vigilant, almost sleepless, attendance—so 
much so, indeed, that Presidents frequently Tind the 
experience irksome. 

This latest act of violent madness points a moral 
which, it seems to us, should not go unnoticed. The 
assassin is a naturalized citizen who has lived in this 
country eight years. Oue of his victims, Mayor Cer- 
mak of Chicago, was born in Prague, came here an 
infant and, with nothing but his own force of charac 
ter, has carved a career. It is a career that justifies 
our democracy and enables us all, when in thoughtful 
mood, to feel a real pride in this great American ex- 
periment. Yet under somewhat parallel conditions 
one comes to distinction and the other to an ignomin- 
ious end. This contrast in example will have no effect 


on the lunatic fringe, but “Tony” Cermak, gallantly | 


assuring Franklin Roosevelt that “I'm glad it was me 
instead of you,” has uttered a text from which young 
America, yes, and old America, can spin out a com- 
forting sermon. ‘ 


BY WAY OF CONTRAST. 

For 19 months Samuel Seabury devoted his time 
to the investigation of charges of corruption in the 
New York courts. Among the results were the re 
moval of two Magistrates, the resignation under fire 
of three others and the retirement from State 
of still another. Nor was he content to d some 
of the grafters behind the bars. What he found he. 
made the basis of a report embodying recommenda- 
tions of a constructive nature. For these services, 
the Justices of the Appellate Division allowed Mr. Sea- 
bury $75,000. Mr. Seabury has declined to accept 
anything, preferring to give his work to New York 
as a contribution of the law profession in the effort 
to remedy the injustices which prevailed in the Mag- 
istrates’ courts. This is a generous act and makes 
the more valuable what Mr. Seabury did, since it 
now becomes a public service freely provided. More-

Survey Brings General Ap- 
proval of This Form of 
Sweets. 


Here's good news for the 24,000,- 
000 children of these United States! 
Cakes and cookies are not only 
thoroughly wholesome food for 
children, but fill a recognized need 
in the diet. This is the verdict of 
375 hospital dietitians, nutrition ex- 
perts and doctors all over the coun- 


These interesting facts came to 
light in a survey just completed by 
Lulu G. Graves, honorary president 
of the American Dietetic Associa- 
tion and associate editor of Modern 
Hospital. 

Miss Graves made this survey in 
order to get authoritative opinions 
on the subject, and has published 
her findings as a contribution to 
the cause of nutritional knowledge. 
She consulted with some of the 
most prominent specialists in the 
country—pediatricians and diet ex- 
perts in such hospitals as the Wal- 
ter Reed in Washington, the Mayo 
Clinic in Rochester, the Peter Bent 
Brigham in Boston, and with the 
nutritionists of leading universities 
and colleges. 


Those contributing to the survey 
were unanimous in the opinion that 
cakes and cookies made from good 
milk, eggs, sugar and butter or 
vegetable shortening have a legiti- 
mate place in children’s diets, as 
these ingredients are not only 
wholesome and good, but supply en- 
ergy-building material in very de- 
gestible form. 

Balanced Meals Necessary. 
This does not mean, of course, 
that anyone, child or adult, should 
be given too many sweets. The ex- 
perts agree that there is need for 
intelligence in the inclusion of cook- 
ies in the diet. As with any other 
food, cookies should be eaten in 
sensible quantities, and the meal 
should be otherwise well balanced. 
But for growing children, whose 
energy requirements are often equal 
to those of adults, cookies fill a 
very definite need. They satisfy 
the natural craving for sweets that 
is common to all children of school 
age. Wise mothers remember this 
fact, and tuck a judicious number 
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of cookies into the lunch box. 
Teachers, too, whose duty it is to 
supervise the children’s lunch, find 
j;cookies a safe and sane solution 
when their charges beg for “some- 
thing good.“ 

Two answers to the survey by 
well known dieticians follow: 

“The value of liberal carbohy- 
drate in the child’s diet is a definite 
requisite, and certainly cookies not 
only satisfy the energy requirement, 
but also form a very palatable and 
easily administered food.” 

“It is often difficult to get chil- 
dren to eat enough bulk to take 
care of their energy requirements. 
This is particularly true of chiliren 
in hospitals. Therefore, if they can 
be persuaded to eat their main meal 
with a simple dessert, i. e., cookies, 
etc., as a reward, the problem may 
be solved. The child has not only 
been well nourished but has en- 
joyed it. I also think that cookies 
and milk are between-meals lunches

cent boys. They are a group 
of gangsters who have done very 
well by themselves recently by 
working on a 20 per cent basis. And 
their method is a simple one. They 
steal a film star's jewelry and re- 
turn it through underground chan- 
nels a few days later upon payment 
of 20 per cent of its value. 


One might voice the opinion that 
it’s an extremely nice way to make 
a living—if you don’t get caught. 
And so far these gangsters have 
avoided the egregious clutches of 
the law. 

Strangely enough, too, those up- 
holders of peace and order seem to 
be the only ones getting greatly ex- 
cited over the presence of this un- 
ruly band. 

Possibly that is due to the fact 
that the film celebrities have been 
“10 per cented” for so many years 
that an extra 10 per cent means 
practically nothing to them. Holly- 
wood always has been overrun with 
agents, managers and whatnot— 
persons who handle certain busi- 
ness affairs of the film folk and 
in return collect 10 per cent of their 
salaries. | 

That, of course, is legitimate. 
But when you get used to paying 
out 10 per cent of all you earn, it 
really doesn’t seem like a great 
hardship to pay 20 per cent of the 
value of some jewels in order to get 
them back. 

Al sorts of theories have been 
advanced by police as to the identi- 
ty of the “20 per centers.”

“Naturally, after I received such 
a message I refused to sign the 
complaint,” Betty said. “I wasn’t 
sure that the man who told me was 
telling the truth, but I was willing 


to take a gamble. I felt that in any 


event I could recover them better 
without the police than with them.” 


When she declined to sign the 
complaint ne had brough out to 
her, Chief of Detectives Joseph F. 
Taylor proceeded to question the 
actress vigorously, intimating that 
the robbery might have been 
framed to enable her to collect the 
insurance on her jewels. . 

“He even questioned Leshin,” 
Miss Compson declared. That's 
why I signed the waiver for the in- 
surance company releasing them 
from all responsibility in the mat- 
ter. It was the first time in my 
life I ever had had my integrity 
questioned and I wasn’t going to let 
some stolen jewels bring that about. 

“Then Taylor became very threat- 
ening and told me not to pay any 
ransom for the return of the jewels 
and that if I did pay anything he 
would know it and arrest the party 
receiving the money. Even after 
telling me that, he seemed sur- 
prised after I had recovered my 
jewels when I told him that I had 
d nothing for them. 

“Supposing I had admitted that I 
had paid for them and the man had 
been caught. He probably would 
have been out of prison in a few 
years and then he would have been 
after me. In all probability, how-

were in a cheap imitation leather 
bag. 

“The bag was filled with old pa- 
pers of all sorts,” Miss Compson 
continued. “I took it out piece by 
piece, examining it carefully for 
clews before turning it over to po- 
lice.

I figured that the en- 
velope and wrapping paper were 
purposely planted in the bag to 
throw suspicion on someone against 
whom the gang had a grudge, or 
that the papers had been taken 
from the trash pile of a perfectly 
innocent and honest citizen.” 


A humorous aftermath to the 
whole incident is the number of 
letters Miss Compson has received 
from people who claim that they 
were the ones who instigated the 
return of her gems and therefore 
are entitied to a reward of some 
sort. If each of the writers is hon- 
est, a lot of people certainly have 
influence with those gangsters. 

Helene Costello, sister of Dolores 
Costelio and former wife of Lowell 
Sherman, was robbed of $30,000 
worth of gems in much the same 
manner that the Compson robbery 
was carried out. And the same of- 
fer was made to her—that the 
stones would be returned to her 
upon payment of 20 per cent of 
their value. The insurance com- 
pany paid the amount demané- 
ed in the specified manner and the 
actress recovered her jewels.

Cell Growth 


EALTH has been defined as 
the result of harmonious co-. 
operation between the various 


* 


groups of the body cells and disease 
as disharmony or lack of co- opera- 
tion. 


Precisely what keeps the cells co- 


operating is an unsolved problem. 


We know that there is an inher- 


ent balance of powers in the body. 
and that the endocrine glands, that 
is, the glands of internal secretion, 
through their hormones exercise a 
sort of police power over the body. 


But occasionally certain parts of 


the body run riot, as in cancer, 
which is an unregulated and de- 
structive development of certain 
body cells. 


Also, in certain individuals, nota- 
ly Negroes, injuries to the skin are 


followed by the formation of exces- 
sive masses of connective tissue, 
called keloids. 


Recently it was shown that the 


sympathetic nervous system exer- 
cises a control over the metabolism 
and the growth of cells and tissues. 


The sympathetic nervous_system 


is devoted to the regulation of the 
workings of the body proper in its 
so-called inner relations. 


It thus stands in contrast to the 


central nervous system (brain and 
spinal cord), which is predominat- 
ingly concerned with the relation of 
man to his outer enviranment. The 
central nervous system and the
